Rufus Edmonds Sr., a prom- 
inent resident of Maple Forest 
and a member of the Crawford 
County Road Commission, was 
brought to Mercy Hospital Wed- 
nesday evening, July 3rd, suf- 
fering with a very serious  in- 
jury to his head. 

The injury was inflicted by 
Barry Lauder at the Bailey 
farm at Maple Forest.

Mackinac Island 


ENJOY 3 DAYS AT MICH. 
IGAN’S FINEST RESORT 


Mackinac Island, steeped in 300 
years of history, nestled snugly 
in the Straits of Mackinaw, was 
the scene of Michigan Press as- 
sociation’s annual summer outing 
July 4th, 5th and 6th. 

The Editors and their families 
discovered Mackinac Island for 
themselves as did the voyagers, 
fur traders and missionaries of 
old. They visited this historic 
spot of military exploits of the 
soldiers of France, England and 
American Colonies for the pos- 
session of this outpost of the 
great Northwest Empire of more 
than a century ago. 

The visitors enjoyed their va- 
cation in the atmosphere of the 
historic past on this restful Fairy 
Isle—free trom the noise and 
bustle of editorial duties, 
here there are .no automobiles, 
no street cars nor trains. 

The memory of a drive through 
the beautiful natural park will 
live long in the mind of every 
visitor to Mackinac Island. No 
more delightful drive can be 
found anywhere on the American 
Continent. Comfortable  car- 
riages, drawn by well-kept horses 
are at the disposal of the tour- 
‘jst. The drivers are all Jocal 
men, intelligent and tho-oughly 
conversant with the Island’s 
history and indian legends from 


the time of the pious Jesuit 
down to the present du., The 
regular drive, which embraces 


the principal points of interest, } 


covers a distanee of about nine 
miles through dense forests of 
maple, beech, birch, pine and 
alsam, with here and there a 
precipitous cliff from which one 
gets a glimpse of sea and sky. 
The points of interest visited are 
as follows in the order named: 
Robinson’s Folly, a precipitous 
bluff about a half-mile east of 
the town, which rises to a height 
of 127 feet above the waters of 
Lake Huron. The road now, for 
nearly a mile, leads along the 
edge of the plateau from which 
one catches blue visions of the 
lake through dark green pine 
vistas, and Arch Rock is un- 
folded to the astonished gaze. 
This is a natural limestone arch 
rising from the water’s edge, 
whose summit is 149 feet high, 
and is the most famous of the 
natural curiosities. Segar Loaf, 
a rock cone rising 90 feet high 
amid the wild forest growth, in 
about the center of the Island. 
The 1,000-yard Rifle Range 
where United States soldiers 
practiced marksmanship during 
their occupancy of Fort Mack- 
inac. Fort Mackinac, situated 
directly back of the town on an 
elevation 133 feet high. This 
fort was removed from Macki- 
naw City in 1780 after the close 
of Pontiac’s Conspiracy, and the 
stone blockhouses erected at that 
time are still in their natural 
state. The Fort commands the 
harbor and entire Straits and is 
one of the most dominating feat- 
ures of the landscape. Skull 
Cave, where the fur-trader, 
Alexander Henry, was hidden 
away by some friendly Indians 
at the time of the massacre of 
1763. The Cemeteries, Catholic 
and Protestant, separated only 
by the carriage road, where the 
departed residents are laid to 
rest practically side by side. 
Point Lookout. which affords a 
splendid view of the east and 
north portions of the Island and 
surrounding territory with 
Sugar Loaf for its central figure. 
The view from Point Lookout, 
with its grandeur of sea, rock 
and forest, will drive out of 
mind all thoughts of smaller or 
more sordid things, and the scene 
will cling hauntingly to the 
memory of every person who 
visits the place. Fort Holmes, 
erected by the British during the 
war of 1812, is situated on the 
highest point of the Island, at the 
rear of Fort Mackinac, and is 339 
feet above the level of the lake. 
Lover’s Leap, a pinnacle of rock 
145 feet high, on the southern 
shcre of the Island, from whose 
heights an Indian maiden leaped 
to her death on learning that her 
lover had been killed in battle 
with one of the hostile tribes. A 
little farther on is Pontiac’s 
Lookout, so named in recognition 
of Pontiac’s place in the history 
of this’ region. The time con- 
sumed in making this drive is 
from one to twe hours, accord- 
ing to the time spent at the sev- 
eral points of interest. . 

Other points of interest which 
may be visited either by carriage 
or on foot are British Landing, 
where the British forces landed 


in. 1812 when they captured Fort -

National Bankers Association 
Pressing Active Measures 
to Protect Members— 
Losses Cut 


impriaonment or death of many 
desperate bank criminals the past 
year has brought no appreciable re- 
duction in attacks on banks, James 
B, Baum, in charge of the American 
Bankers Association Protective De 
partment, has reported to hia or- 
ganization. 

In the six months ended February 
38, 1936, he says, banks were targets 
for 169 daylight holdups and 40 night 
burglaries. He added that although 
banks that are not members number 
only about half those enrolled in the 
association, they suffered a far great- 
er rate of attack, namely, 61 per cent 
of all the bank robberies. 


Loasen Show Decrease 

During the perlod under report, 
bank burglars and bandits exacted 
tribute. amounting to $843,551 com- 
pared with losses totaling $1,257,000 
a year ago, he sald. This reduction in 
losses is attributed to the time-lock- 
ing restrictions and other limita- 
tions In the exposure of surplus cash 
imposed last year by underwriters 
and bank supervisory authorities. 

The abarp reduction in the mate- 
tial losa of money and securities re 
sulting from bank robbery this year 
-was “overshadowed by the killing of 
3 bank amployees, one bystander 
and 6 arresting officers,” and since 
last August bank robbery also cost 
the lives pf 15 criminals and caused 
physical injuries to 10 bank em- 
_ployees, 12 bystanders, 9 arresting 
,officers and 8 bandits, a total of 62 
casualties. 

Investigations by the association's 
,agents resulted in the arrest of 86 
forgers, 42 bandits and one burglar, 
:or 79 of the 141 bank criminals re

WRONG PAINTS CAUSE 
USERS MUCH TROUBLE 


Home Owners Should Select 
Right Kind Before Starting 
To Paint 


Researches in the Forest Pro- 
ducts Laboratories reveal secrets 
other than the source of the 
wood used in the Lindbergh kid- 
napping, according to Dr. F. L. 
Browne, Madison, Wis., who has 
been studying the reasons for 


the failure of paint jobs on 
houses. 
Most = failyres, Dr. Browne 


says, occur when the owner tries 
to apply white paint over an old 
coat of colored paint. White paint 
over white paint also fails when 
the second paint differs in pig- 
ment content from the paint used 
first. 

Use of the wrong kinds of paint 
in repainting buildings results in 
the scaling off of the pigment 
used on the new job and an un- 
sightly building within a short 
time after the work is complet- 
ed. White or tinted paints used 
over brown, green, or deep red 
paints fail very rapidly and leave 
bad surfaces for repainting. 

If a puilding is already pro- 
tected with colored paint and 
the owner wants to repaint it 
white, it is better to remove all 
the old paint by burning than to 
invite trouble by trying: to cover 
it with the white. Groups of 
buildings erected by corporations 
which kept exact records furnish 
accurate information on -the dur- 
ability of different types of 
paint. 

Changes of pigments used by 
paint manufacturers have been 
more frequent in recent years, 
and paints made from another 
pigment do not last well over old 
paint. In selecting paints, it is 
wise to select a good brand and 
then use the same brand again 
in repainting buildings. 

The paints which most fre- 
quently disagree with each other 
are white paint over any full 
color, paints of the same color 
but made from. different pig- 
ments, and paints containing 
varnish covered by paints which 
lack varnish.
